The Political Commission 
of the President's Nertheas’s Headquarters, upon receipt of this order, has 
decide? to instruct the aubnorities of those restored provinces and muncipali-. 
ties (such as Liaoning, Liaopei,, Kirin, Antung and Mukden} to submit theix own 
retrenchment measure for aporoval, For unrecovered provinces and munivipalities 
(such as Hsingan, Sungkiang, Hokiang, Nunkiang, Helungkiang, Dairen and Harbin) , 
the Poltical Commission will cut down their government personnel on the principle 
that the personnel for a municipal government cannot exceed 100, This cutting 
down of government personnel is necessitated by the present circumstances, -

1. As a measure of economy the following changes have been made in certain of the 
provincial governments in Manchuria: 


a. The Sungchiang, Nenchiang and Hochiang governments will dissolve their 
Construction and Finance Departments. The provincial governments ( ? of these 
three provinces) each will be limited to fifty persors » not including the oro. 
vinelal commissioners, 
b. The deputy commanders of the Peace Preservation Corps of Sungchiang, Anturg. 
and Nenchiang will be retained but in these provinces there will be only one 
PPC unit directly under the provincial chairman, 

ec, The PPC headquarters of Heilungchiang, Hochiang and Esingan will be dis~ 
solved by the end of Septerber and the units will be transferred to the rsh 
Sungari Pacification Headquarters, 

d. The Hsingan and Heilungchiang provincial governments will remain in Mukden. 
The Sungehiang, Hochiang and Nenchiang governments will move out of Mukden by 
the end of September; the Hochiang government will move to Kirin anc the other 
two will move to Changchun.
